SAN MATEO-HAYWARD 
BRIDGE REDUCES RATES 

Redwood City, June 6th.—A reduc- 
tion in the rates charged for tonnage 
over the new San Mateo-Hayward 
hridge was approved by the board of 
supervisors today at the request of At- 
torney George Harrington, represent- 
ing the San Francisco Bay Toll Bridge 
Company. 

At the same time, a flat rate of 45 
cents per automobile was approved by 
the board at the request of Harring- 
ton. The reduction in the truckage 
rate was asked because of the high 
rate now charged, which was deemed 
unfair to the produce growers of the 
San Joaquin valley, Harrington . said. 

The rates fixed were as follows: 

One to three tons, 50 cents a ton. 

Three to six tons, 25 cents per ton 
additional. 

Six to ten tons, 10 cents per ton ad- 
ditional. 

The old rate for a 10-ton load was 
sp. The new rate is $2.65. Neither 
rate includes the truck charge. 

The rates for automobiles has been 
40 cents for a two-passenger car, 45 
cents for a five passenger vehicle, and 
50 cents for a seven-passenger auto, 
with 5 cents additional per passenger. 
It was established that 90 per cent of 
the automobiles using the bridge were 
of five-passenger size. 

The new rates have the approval of 
Acting President A, W. Deuel,
